Along with the treaty Itself, 
Mr. Eisenhower sent a copy of a 
declaration known as the Pac- 
ific Charter and signed in Ma- 
nila on the same date. The 
charter proclaims the dedication 
of the treaty nations to the ideals 
of self-determination, self-gov- 
ernment and independence. It is 
a declaration of principles and 
does not require Senate ap- 
proval. 

Also sent to the Capitol was a 
protocol which was part of the 
Manila agreement. The protocol 
specifically declares that armed 
attack or indirect aggression 
against the Indochina states of 
Cambodia, Laos or the Free Ter- 
ritory of Viet Nam will bring 
the security pact into operation. 

The protocol also extends to 
those countries some of the eco- 
nomic benefits, including tech- 
nical assistance provided in the 
main treaty.

Conant based this theory on 
the recent signature in Paris of 
the accords that are scheduled 
to make West Germany an 
armed ally of the West. 

He described the German-Al- 
lized agreements at the London 
and Paris conferences as “one 
of the most telling defeats that 
the Soviet Union has suffered 
in the cold war.” 

“We have delivered a severe 
and, I hope, a fatal blow to the, 
Soviet objective of sowing dis- 
trust among the western allies 
and of preventing them from 
closing their ranks,” he added. 

East German listeners were 
assured by Conant that “the 
urgent problem of German re- 
unification was discussed “in 
great detail” by President Eis- 
enhower and West German 
chancellor Adenauer during the

Peaceful Means. 

Conant Ssaid- that President 
Eisenhower and Adenauer agreed

don and Paris accords, will aid 
our efforts to bring freedom and | 
unity to all of the German | 
people.”

There 
is one thing that censure un- 
questionably does mean, It does 
mean that those who are leading 
the fight against subversion 
have been slowed down, and that 
others who might otherwise have 
been enlisted in the fight will be 
discouraged from joining us by 
the now-established hazards of 
such a course. It thus does mean 
that the Communist party has 
achieved a major victory. 


But there is another thing that 
the censure vote does not mean. 
It does not mean that the Com- 
munists have achieved a perma- 
nent success; it does not mean 
that either the will or the ulti- 
mate ability of the American 
people to ferret out traitors and 
security risks has been ‘de- 
stroyed—or that their present 
leaders in this fight have been 
intimidated. | 

Let me say, incidentally, that 
it is not éasy for a man to as- 
sert that he is the symbol of 
resistance to Communist sub- 
version—that the nation’s fate 
is in some respect tied to his 
own fate. It is much easier, I 
assure you, to be coy, to play 
down. one’s personal role in 
this struggle for freedom. 

Self-effacement is always a 
comfortable posture. 

But I take it that you would 
rather I be frank than coy; 
that you would rather I 
acknowledge and accept the 
fact that McCarthyism is a 
household word for describing 
a way of dealing with treason 
and the threat of treason. And 
so I shall. 

I am saying that the censure

Outlines Issues. 


Before concluding my intro- 
ductory statement, I would like 
to outline generally what issues 
are pointed up by the committee 
report and which issues are ex- 
cluded. 

The committee report finds 
against.Senator McCarthy on the 
charges or incidents of contempt 
of the Senate or a senatorial 
committee listed and considered 
in category 1. These incidents 
are listed in four charges as fol- 
lows: 


1. That Senator McCarthy 
refused repeated invitations to 
testify before the subcommit- 
tee. ~~ 


2. That he declined to com- 
ply with a request by letter 
dated November 21, 1952, from 
the chairman of the subcom- 
mittee to appear to supply in- 
formation concerning certain 
specific matters involving his 
activities as a member of the 
Senate. 

3. That he denounced the 
subcommittee and contemptu- 
ously refused to comply with 
its request. 


4. That he has continued to 
show his contempt for the 
Senate by failing te explain 
in any manner the six charges 
contained in the Hennings- 
Hayden - Hendrickson report, 
which was filed’ in January 
1953. 


The committee also decided 
to consider and discuss in its 
report under this category the 
incident with reference to Sena- 
tor Hendrickson since the con- 
duct complained of is related 
directly to the fact that Senator 
Hendrickson was a member of 
the subcommittee on privileges 
and elections. The _ specific 
charge is as follows: 


5. That he ridiculed and 
defamed Senater Hendrick- 
son, calling him: “A _ living 
miracle without brains or 
guts.” 

On category 1, which was a 
part of category 4, and the spe- 
cification with reference to 
Senator Hendrickson, the com- 
“ittee after reviewing the evi- 
dence came to the following con- 
clusions: 


“It is therefore the conclusion 
of the select committee that the 
conduct of the junior Senator 
from Wisconsin toward the sub- 
committee on privileges and 
elections, toward its members, 
including the statement concern- 
ing Senator Hendrickson acting 
as a member of the subcommit- 
tee, and toward the Senate, was 
jcontemptuous, contumacious, 
and denunciatory, without rea- 
son or justification, and was ob- 
structive to legislative processes. 
For this conduct, it is our rec- 
ommendation that he be cen- 
sured by the Senate.” 

The committee report finds 
against Senator McCarthy on the 
charges contained in category V 
which. are denominated “inci- 
dent relating to Ralph W. Zwick- 
er, a genegal officer of the Army 
of the United States.” The 


for censure were made. All the 
others, as far as the committee 
| were concerned, were excluded 
from consideration as charges 
on which censure might be 
based. 

Hearings were held on all the 
charges contained in the five 
categories set forth in the re- 
port and reasons were set forth 
why no censure recommenda- 
tions were made with respect to 
categoriés 2, 3, and part of 4, 
A reading of the report will re- 
veal the reasons in detail for 
the action taken with respect to 


‘the remainder of the 46 charges. 


In directing attention to the 
committee’s action, the com- 
mittee wants it understood 
that it is not by any means 
suggesting that the Senate 
may not consider any or all of 
the charges which are not list- . 
ed for which no recommenda- 
tions for censure have been 
made. Neither is it suggesting 
that the Senate is under any 
obligation to follow. its recom- 
mendations of censure on 
categories 1 and 5. What I am 
trying to emphasize is that 
the committee has made its 
investigation, held its hear- 
ings, and made its report. The 
members of the committee 
have come to conclusions on 
the issues presented and they 
have made their recommenda- 
tions in accordance with those 
conclusions. They believed that 
it would be only a matter of a 
very short time before they 
would be required to take a 
position on the various issues. 
For that reason and for what- 
ever it may be worth to the 
Senate, they decided to make 
their position known now and 
to make recommendations 
which, of course, the Senate 
is at liberty to follow or dis- 
regard as it pleases. 

In conclusion, 1 point out to 
the members of the Senate that 
the report contains a general 
summary of the evidence, brief 
of legal issues involved, detailed 
findings of fact, specific conclu- 
sions and recommendations 
which in the opinion of those 
who have studied the report 
makes it easy to get a clear-cut 
statement of the issues together 
with a law applicable thereto. 

The evidence and findings 
have page references to the 
hearing record where the evi- 
dence can be reviewed in detail. 
The committee earnestly urges 
the members of the Senate to 
read the report and review the 
evidence. Senators will then be 
in a position to make up their 
own minds on the issues in- 
volved. 

No amount of oral discussion, 
in my opinion, will make up for 
the information that will be 
obtained from reading the re- 
port and the hearing record. ~

Communist issue. During the 
course of the Senate debate I 
shall have occasion to discuss in 
some detail the specific charges 
considered by the Watkins group.

I shall point out 
the discrepancies, the inaccura- 
cies, the misrepresentations. Of 
course, in criticizing a Senate 
committee I will run the risk of 
someone reactivating Senator 
Flanders and setting him a-go- 
ing with a new censure resolu- 
tion. So be it. I shall also call 
attention to the blatant prejudice 
of some of the Watkins commit- 
tee members. I shall discuss 
these things just to keep the 
record straight. 
Missing the Point. 


But I would be missing the 
point entirely, and I would be 
guilty of misleading you if I 
were to suggest that the Senate 
has made up its mind, or that 
the Watkins group made up its 
mind on the basis of the petty 
charges contained in the Flan- 
ders resolution. Even my bit- 
terest enemy will adit, if he is 
honest, that these matters would 
not have been given a second 
thought if someone other than 
McCarthy were involved. 


“Abuse” of Gen. Zwicker? 
Why, within the last months sev- 
eral committee members have 
used much stronger language 
towards witnesses. No censure 
resolution has been-offered in 
these instances, and none will 
be 


Denouncing a Senate commit- 
tee and its members? Why, Sen- 
ators have done this with vary- 
ing degrees of gusto from time 
immemorial — sometimes. (as I 
believe to be the case with the 
Gillette committee) with justifi- 
cation, sometimes without it— 
but always with impunity inas- 
much as this is a land of free 
speech. 

My colleagues are perfectly 
aware that they would not be in 
Washington this month were it 
not for the fact that I have been 
prominently involved in the 
fight against Communist subver- 
sion. That being the case, let 
us not pretend otherwis®. ' 

If I lose on the censure vote, 
it follows of course that some- 
one else wins. Now I ask the 
American people to consider 
carefully: who is it that wins. 
And then, having answered 
that question, I ask them to 
contemplate the shocking 
truth revealed by the fact that 
the victors have been able 
to win. 

There is one group that is 
pretty sure about who has won. 

When the Watkins committee 
announced its recommendation 
of censure, the Communists 
made no attempt to conceal their 
joy. The Daily Worker’s head- 
line that day read, “Throw the 


Bum Out” (that’s me). And the 
story beneath said, and I quote: 
“America is catching up with 
McCarthy .. . It is good news 
for America—for its free speech, 
its right to speak out for peace, 
co-existence and the abolition of 
H-bomb war...” 

Now. the Daily Worker was 
not just applauding a commit- 


tee of the Uni States Senate. 
Its.cry was p rily one of 
self-congratulation, of smug 


jubilation over the success of 
the Communists’ own efforts to 
rebuke me. The Communists 
could point with justifiable pride 
to the campaign they have 
\waged vigorously and unceas- 


ingly long before Senator 
Flanders was taken out of moth 
balls and persuaded to advance 
his censure motion last July. 

No sooner had the Flanders 
resolution been moved than the 
Daily Worker called to party 
members in flaming headlines, 
“Aid Senate Fight on McCar- 
thy!” The Daily Worker’s story 
that day read, and I quote it: 
“We urge all New Yorkers to 
}write to Ives insisting he sup- 
port the Flanders resolution. We 
urge New Yorkers to write to 
Senator Herbert Lehman sug- 
gesting he put the heat on the 
Democrat Senate leadership to 
line up behind the resolution. 
We urge readers everywhere to 
line up behind the resolution. 
We urge readers everywhre to 
take similar action in connection 
with their Senators.” In this 
vein the campaign continued, 
gaining momentum day by day; 
and even as I speak to you now 
a new story denouncing me is 
rolling off the Daily Worker 
presses. 

There is, of course, nothing 
remarkable in the fact that 
the Communists have mobil- 
ized their strength behind the 
Flanders resolution. This was 
to be expected. From the mo- 
ment I entered the fight 
against subversion back 
1950 at Wheeling, W.Va., the 
Communists have said that the 
destruction of me and what I 
stand for is their number one 
objective in this country. 

Now it does not follow neces- 
sarily that an objective of the 
Communist party is, ipso facto, 
contrary to the interests of the 
United States. But surely the 
strongest sort of presumption 
lies in this direction. And I beg 
the American people in every 
instance to have cogent, air-tight 
reasons for disregarding this 
presumption before they em- 
brace the objectives of those 
who have sworn to destroy this 
country, 


Perhaps the Communists are 
mistaken in believing that Mc- 
Carthyism is the greatest ob- 
stacle to their success. But I 
know of no better judge of what 
helps and what hurts Commu- 
“en than the Communist party 
itself. 


The Anti-Anti-Communists. 


There is another group that 
regards my destruction as its 
chief: political goal and that will 
claim a victory if censure is 
voted. This group has been well 
characterized as the anti-anti- 
Communists—persons who pro- 
fess opposiiton to Communism 
but who spend most of their 
time attempting to discredit 
those who hurt the Communists. 
For some years now this group 
has played the theme—in the 
press and on the radio, from 
public lecture platforms and in 
the classroom—that hard anti- 
Communism somehow repre- 
sents. a greater threat to Amer- 
ica than Communism itself! 
They have chosen to call hard 
anti - Communism, “McCarthy- 
ism.” I accept their nomencla- 
ture and I am, of course, hon- 
ored by it. 


This group is as powerful as 
it is ruthless. It has at its beck 
and call the greater part of the 
opinion- molding machinery of 
the United States. It dominates 
the nation’s literature. It has 
enlisted a majority of the press. 
It manages the Luce empire 
which long ago abandoned any 
pretext of objective reporting 
in its newsheets. 

After censure has been voted, 
the anti-anti- Communists will 
indeed deserve a large share of 
the credit. For they contributed 
mightily to the campaign to “get 
McCarthy.” But who benefits 
from such a victory? Is the 
Communist gain any the less be- 
cause it has been brought about 
by the co-operation of non- 
Communists? Whenever the ad- 
vocates of softness toward Com- 
munism get their way, the only 
real victor is the Communist 
party. 

Now, my fellow Americans, {fs 
not all of this eloquent testi- 
mony to the great danger con- 
fronting our country? If I suc- 
ceed in nothing else during the 
rest of my life, I would like to 
impress upon you the immense 
and awesome power of the Com- 
‘munist party in this country. 

Nothing is more frightening 
ad me than nee he some Americans 

ve apparen accepted the 
shabby dictum that the Commu- 


group whose is meas- 
ured only by its several thou- 
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relatively small group of dead- 


witting hand-maiden. 

Let me be very clear about 
this. I am not saying, as I am 
confident the opposition press 
will have me saying tomorrow, 
that the Waktins committee 
knowingly did the work of the 
Communist party. I am saying 
it was the victim of a Commu- 
nist campaign; and having been 
victimized, it became the Com- 
}munist party’s involuntary agent. 
I am aware that many of you 
listening to me regard this as 
an unpalatable proposition. I 
have made similar statements 
before, in other contexts. Such 
statements never fail to exasper- 
ate a good number of loyal 
Americans. But said they must 
be if we are to survive, and 
said they will be. 

I regard as the most dis- 
turbing phenomenon fn Amer- 
ica today the fact that so 
many Americans still refuse 
te acknowledge the ability of 
Communists to persuade loyal 
Americans te do their work . 
for them. In the course of 
the Senate debate I shall dem-. 
onstrate that the Waktins com- 
thittee has done the work of 
the Communist party, that it 
no only co-operated in the 
achievement of ‘Communist 
goals, but that in writing its 
report it imitated Commu- 
nist methods—that it distort- 
ed, misrepresented and omit- 
ted in its effort to manufac- 
ture a plausible rationaliza- 
tion for advising the Senate 
te accede to the clamor fo 
my scalp. ; 

But perhaps most important 
than explaining how the Wat- 
kins committee did the work of 
the Communist party is the job 
of alerting the American peo- 
ple to the fact that this vast 
conspiracy possesses the power 
to turn their most trusted seérv- 
ants into its attorneys-in-fact. 
We must not underestimate 
our enemy. 

Who, in the light of the small 
membership of the Communist 
party, would have supposed that 
an American President could be 
persuaded to turn over the fruits 
of a victorious war to interna- 
tional Communism and to con- 
demn with one stroke of his 
pen literally millions of Euro- 
peans and Asians to Soviet dom- 
ination? Yet at Yalta, through 
the efforts of Alger Hiss, and 
perhaps others we know not of, 
Franklin Roosevelt was persuad- 
ed to do this. 

Who would have supposed that 
this small group of conspirators 
had the power and strategic lo- 
cation to persuade our depart- 
ments of State and Defense to 
sacrifice the only militant anti- 

Communist regime on the Asian 
mainland. and pave the way for 
the ascendancy of the Chinese 
Communists? But the foul deed 
was done. 

Who would have thought that 
an American Secretary of State 
could be brought to affirm his 
undying comradeship with a con- 
victed traitor? Yet Dean Ache- 
son did this when he said, “I 
will not turn my back on Alger 
Hiss.” 

Who would have thought that 
America’s intellectual leadership 
could be mobilized almost to a 
man in a campaign to vilify and 
pillory the gallant congressional 
committee that during the late 
30’s and the early 40’s sought to 
warn America against the Com- 
munist fifth coulmn? Yet the 
Dies committee was so vilified 
and pilloried; and Martin Dies 
himself, who in my opinion will 
go down in history as a heroic 
voice crying in the wilderness, 
was damned and humiliated and 
driven from public life. 
Whatever anyone may say of 
the motives of those involved, 
can there be any doubt that 
Franklin Roosevelt and Dean 
Acheson and those who ruined 
Martin Dies were doing the work 
of the Communist party? 

One of the obstacles to an 
adequate appreciation of Com- 
munist strength is the almost 
uniform habit of those who 
have been dupes of denying 
their error — of trying to 
rationalize their conduct by 
the press of the times and 
circumstances. 

Now and then, however, a 
former dupe has the courage to 
admit his error. Such a man is 
John J. O’Connor, a former Con- 
gressman from the state of New 
York. In 1940 Representative 
O’Connor admitted that he had, 
in effect, unknowingly done the 
work of the Communist party in 
helping to pillory Martin Dies. 
His confession contained an im- 
portant lesson for us today. _ 

But let me give you the back- 
ground of this story. Back in 
1934 Representative O'Connor 
was a member of the so-called 
Bulwinkle committee. That com- 
mittee, some of you may recall, 
heard Dr. William A. Wirt dis- 
close his personal knowledge of 
traitors high in government cir- 
cles. Dr. Wirt had no personal 
ax to grind. A selfless man, he 
was trying only to alert Congress 
and the nation to the existence 
of treason in high places. But 
his story was greeted with con- 
tempt and derision. He was 
treated by the Bulwinkle com- 
mittee as though he were the 
culprit. He was ridiculed and 
held up to public scorn. The 
committee refused even to hear 
the witnesses he promised would 
fully corroborate his story. His 
reputation smeared by the left- 
press, his spirit broken, Dr. 
Wirt shortly afterwards died, a 
discredited man. 

Listen now, as Representative 
O’Connor relates his own role 
in that unsavory performance 
a committee of the nited 
States Congress. , 

“On the sixth anniversary of

an active member, I desired to 
re my conscience of a mat- 
ter which has long burdened it.

This is not just a story of 
personal tragedy. It was a na- 
tional tragedy. Because a con- 
gressional committee allowed it- 
self to be used as a tool of 
Communist propaganda, Con- 
gress and the American people 
as early as 1934 were denied 
important knowledge of the 
Communist conspiracy — they 
might have had—knowledge that 
ight possibly have prevented 
the disasters of later years. , 
Most Americans are well 
enough acquainted with Com- 
munist purposes. But far too 
few appreciate Communist 
power. Most of us are aware 
that Communists as a matter 
of course attempt to discredit 
those who hurt them. But too 
‘few of us realize how often 
such attempts are successful. 


There is nothing remarkable 
in the fact that the Communists 
sought to discredit me in 1950 
when I first charged that Com- 
munists had managed to infil- 
trate the State Department in 
force. It is remarkable, how- 
ever, that they were successful 
in preventing even an investiga- 
tion of those charges. The 
Tydings committee was given 
the job, but instead of investi- 
gating the State Department, it 
investigated me. Paying not the 
slightest attention to the evi- 
dence I presented, it labeled my 
charges a “fraud and a hoax.” 
This success of the Communists 
is indeed startling in the light 
of the fact that over a score of 
the cases I gave the Tydings 
committee were later discharged 
on loyalty grounds. 

It is not surprising that after 
my Tydings charges were vindi- 
cated the Communists _ sup- 
ported the efforts of Senator 
Benton to have me expelled 
from the Senate. But it is very 
significant that the Gillette 
committee spent a year and a 
half trying to put some sub- 
stance into Benton’s trumped- 
up charges. 


Committee Discredited. 


It is neither significant nor 
newsworthy that the Communist 
party has attempted to discredit 
the Senate permanent subcom- 
mittee on investigations ever 
since I became its chairman. It 
is significant, however, that they 
have to a large extent succeeded 
in discrediting it. 

It is not significant that the 
Communists claimed my com- 
mittee’s investigat‘on of the 
State Department’s information 
service was a failure. But it is 
significant that large numbers 
of Americans really believe that 
nothing was accomplished—de- 
spite the fact that as a result 
of the committee’s work the 
State Department in the person 
of Secretary Dulles reversed its 
policy of subsidizing Communist 
books with the money of Amer- 
ican taxpayers. 

It is not sibnificant that the 
Communists claimed the com- 
mittee’s investigation at Fort 
Monmouth was a failure. But

Peress be kept 
secret. But it is most significant 
that as a matter of fact these 
names have never been disclosed. 
It is hardly significant that 
the Communists should have 
wanted to divert an investiga- 
tion of the friends of Maj. 
Peress to an investigation of 
those who had exposed Maj.

There is now a tendency for 
the physician to treat the dis- 
ease rather than the patient, he 
noted, and for patients to credit 
such wonder drugs as penicillin, 
not the doctor, for the cure. He 
had some advice for young doc- 


Patient Is a Person. 

“The patient is a good fellow 
to know,” Dr. Arrington said. 
*‘Many will be surprised to learn 
that he is a person, remarkably 
similar to the physicians them- 
selves. 

“He is capable of success and 
failure, love and hate, courage 
and fear, pleasure and pain, 
Most of all, he is emphatically 
not a line on a chart nor a 
statistic in a tabulation. He fs 
the purpose of our existence and 
the sole object of our dedica- 
tion.” 

Dr. Arrington contrasted the 
situation of the automobile deal- 
er whose car has risen almost 
200 per cent in price since -1941 
without public outcry, and the 
doctor, whose fees he said, have 
risen 40 per cent in the same 
period. 

The explanation for criticism 
of the doctor, the speaker sug- 
gested, may be that he spends 
70 to 80 hours a week at his 
profession and “his only contact 
with hometown citizens is an 
occasional afternoon of golf at 
the country club.” 

Freud Methods Assailed. 

Before the section on allergy 
this morning, Dr. Coyne H. 
Campbell of Oklahoma City, 
professor and former chairman 
of the department of psychiatry, 
University of Oklahoma School 
of Medicine, made a. blistering 
attack on psychoanalytic tech- 
niques introduced by the late 
Sigmund Freud of Vienna. 

Dr. Campbell described him- 
self as one who believed in 
talking problems over face to 
face with patients as the proper 
psychotherapy. He rejected the 
technique of having patients lle 
on couches as a “form of vica- 
rious hypnosis.” 

“It may be stated emphatically 
that no physician has the moral 
right to sit behind a couch by 
the hour ‘analyzing’: anybody,” 
he said. “The physician does 
not have the right to disrupt 
family ties.” 

Dr. Campbell said that any- 
body, physicians included, who 
would want to treat a psycho- 
neurosis or a psychosomatic dis- 
order “a la Freud” is as foolish 
as an engineer trying to pre- 
vent the formation of prehis- 
toric glaciers. 

He said the term psychoso- 
matic, used to describe physical 
disorders brought on by mental 
or emotional troubies, had been 
“promulgated primarily by 
Freudian psychoanalytic psychi- 
atrists as a sort of technique of 
making a back door entrance to 
American psychiatry.” 

Doctors ‘Deluded.’ 

Without doubt emotional prob- 
lems accentuate symptoms of al- 
lergy, Dr. Campbell said, but 
there is no warrant for blaming 
society for coronary thrombosis, 
epilepsy, peptic ulcer, and “just 
about any other clinical and so- 
ciological condition that is not 
understood.” 

“A physician who has accept- 
ed the couch,” Dr. Campbell 
said, “becomes a hypnotic mani- 
festation in our society. He is 
not like a harmless parrot; he 
actually believes the delusions 
that have been induced into him, 
and that he has accepted.” 

Addressing the allergy section 
earlier today, Dr, Olin Shivers 
of Atlanta, Ga., discussed the 
bearing of children’s emotional 
problems on such ailments as 
asthma, hay fever and eczema. 

“I knew a little boy once in 
the pediatric allergy clinic of 
the hospital where I interned,” 
Dr. Shivers said, “who told me 
one day with some pride that he 
could have asthma whenever he 
wanted to, and that he did so 
when his mother wouldn’t let 
him have his way. 

“I unbelievingly asked for a 
demonstration and gave him a 
half hour alone in the room. 
When I came back in, he was 
triumphantly in the misery of a 
moderately severe spell of very 
real asthma.” 

‘Parentectomy’ Advised. 

Dr. Shivers said symptoms 
were not consciously deliberate 
in the usual patient, but he said 
asthma nevertheless could rep- 
resent “a protest or an expres- 
sion of fear un the part of the 
child to some aspect of his emo- 
tional life that is, to him, threat- 
ening.” 

The physician said allergic 
children tend to be on the shy 
side, clinging to their mothers. 
He said the father of the family 
is apt to be a quiet type who has 
allowed his wife. to wear the 
trousers. This is by no means 
always true, he said, but it is 
typical. 

Dr. Shivers noted that a Den- 
ver specialist had recommended 
removal of parents from the 
child in treatment of asthma, a

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ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH Another Try on Tariffs 


Can President Eisenhower with a Democratic 
Congress accomplish a tariff reduction program 
which he was unable to.put through a Republican 
Congress? 

This will be one of the liveliest issues of, the 
Eighty-fourth Congress when it convenes in Jan- 
uary. The President has called attention to it by 
his message to the Geneva conference which is 
considering ways to strengthen the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade. 

Mr. Eisenhower looks forward, he told the ‘con- 
ference, to “early action’ on his program for ex- 
tension and amendment of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. | 

It is going to take some strong and persuasive 
party leadership by President Eisenhower to 
realize that hope. 

At the end of last March Mr. Eisenhower sent 
a message to Congress asking for enactment of 
the recommendations of the Randall Commis- 
sion. These included extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Act for three years, with broadened au- 
thority to reduce tariffs during that period. By 
May 20, the President had abandoned this pro- 
gram and settled for a one-year extension with- 
out new tariff-cutting authority.

In the Senate, 22 Democrats and Independent 
Senator Morse of Oregon introduced a bill to 
carry out Mr. Eisenhower’s recommendations. It 
was defeated, and every Republican Senator on 
the floor that day voted against it. The Demo- 
crats voted 32 to 6 in favor, the Republicans 39-0 
against. 

Granted that more than a little election-year 
politics entered into this particular roll call, still 
it is clear that. Mr. Eisenhower must persuade a 
number of Republicans to support him if the 
new Congress is to write a better record on tar- 
iffs than the last. Even if the Democrats back 
him by the ratio of 16 to 3, as they did last ses- 
sion, some Republican votes will be needed to 
pass a lower-tariff bill through a narrowly di- 
vided Congress. 

At Geneva, the President's intention to press 
for action will undoubtedly be welcomed as a 
token of American determination to strengthen 
GATT.

The agreement, reached in 1947, has been 
weak up to now because it never received con- 
gressional approval in the United States and 
because postwar economic complications caused 
so many exceptions to be made to its broad 
aims of lowered trade barriers and fewer cur- 
rency restrictions. The high levels of trade that 
have been maintained in these years are due 
more to American foreign aid and to the de- 
mands of defense production than to GATT. 

So the delegates at Geneva are seeking ways 
to strengthen GATT as an organization that will 
exert influence upon national governments, and 
perhaps even review the action of such govern- 
ments, in the direction of freer trade. One of the 
most perplexing problems, however, is what to 
expect in the way of long-term trade policy from 
the free world’s largest economic unit — the 
United States. 

President Eisenhower can do a great deal 
toward ending this uncertainty if he will lead a 
vigorous bipartisan movement for passage of a 

liberalized Reciprocal Trade Agreements Act next 
year. 


47 Other States Please Copy 

The people of Delaware deserve a salute from 
the people of every other state in the Union. 
On election day 89 per cent of them went to the 
polls and cast their votes. It is safe to say that 
no other state came close to that percentage. 
Four years ago, the Delaware turnout was 79.1 
per cent, just a hair or two under Utah’s first 
place figure of 79.6. When the voters of Dela- 
ware ran up their record a full 10 points, they 
set a mark that gives all the country something 
to shoot at! 
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Progress Takes Paper 

Paper, adj. Carried on or existing only on 

paper; unsubstantial; as a paper army, bat- 

tle, profit. a 

Paper progress is real progress for countries, 
Mr. Webster notwithstanding. In token of which 
a conference has met in Buenos Aires to help 
the world’s undeveloped countries increase their 
supplies of paper. As their economies improve, 
it is estimated that in the next eight years their 
requirements of paper will nearly double. 

Lack of adequate supplies of paper could ham- 
per more than their economic progress—it could 
hold back their educational and cultural progress 
too. So special organizations of the United Na- 
tions called pulp and. paper experts into confer- 
ence. | 

The tremendous extent to which a country 
must depend on paper progress for real progress 
is shown by a few figures. North America and 
Europe produce 96 per cent and consume 86 
per cent of the world’s paper, now running at 
47,000,000 tons. The rest of the world consumes 
4,500,000 tons, is expected to require 4,000,000 
tons more by 1962. 

Despite the number of new pulp and paper 
ventures under way in underdeveloped regions, 
none of the other countries but Japan and China 
have more than half their anticipated demand in 
sight at present. 


The Belt’s Too Tight 

Kansas City has just let out its belt, expanded 
its girth and taken in 48 more square miles of 
territory. For St. Louis this is an enviable idea 
which simply cannot be copied here. 

All most Missouri cities have to do to annex 
unincorporated adjacent land is to vote Yes on 
such a proposal. Thus it was a simple matter for 
Kansas City, with a population of nearly a half- 
million, to annex areas on the north, south and 
east containing 20,000 persons. 

Kansas Citians supported this project by close 
to 3 to 1. Their city is one which likes to swell 
in size as it swells in pride. And they had been 
told by the city itself that “thousands of these 
people (suburbanites) who depend on the city 
for their living . . . do not pay any taxes for 
the services they enjoy.” | 

St. Louis has heard similar arguments, espe- 
cially in connection with the earnings tax. But 
St. Louis has heard precious little talk about 
annexations. And the reason for this is that St. 
Louis, unlike other Missouri cities, is in a 
constitutional straitjacket. 

The State Constitution provides that the city 
and the county which surrounds it can merge 
or consolidate, and that the city can annex into 
St. Louis county, but only by’ majority votes 
in both city and county. This procedure makes 
the whole project seem a political impossibility. 
Even county towns which are fast on the draw 
in annexing land to themselves seem to shudder 
at the thought of being annexed by anybody 
else. 

St. Louis’s belt is too tight. And there is only 
one immediately practicable way for the city 


and county even to work together, That is through 
the freeholder plan for establishing metropoli- 
tan districts providing common services. 

We already have a sewer district. A transit 
district comes next. It will be voted on next 
January. This procedure offers the best hope of 
civic unity in this sprawling  balkanized 
metropolis. 
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A Record to Publish 


Although John Paton Davies Jr. is not contest- 
ing his dismissal from the State Department 
after 23 years of service, he has requested that 
the transcript of his hearing on charges of being 
a security risk be published. 

It seems to us that Secretary Dulles should 
reverse his tentative decision to the contrary, 
and publish the full record. Otherwise, the jus- 
tice of the Government’s decision against Mr. 
Davies cannot be evaluated. 

Secretary Dulles and the personne] :security 
board which heard evidence in the case did not 
find that Mr, Davies had been disloyal, or that 
he had any “Communistic affinity,” or that he 
consciously aided this country’s enemies, or that 
he acted with intent to serve the interests of an- 
other government, | 

The board and Mr. Dulles declared Mr. Davies 
to be a security risk on the ground that he had 
shown a lack of judgment, discretion and re- 
liability. 

The public, not having access to the secret 


inquiry record on which these determinations - 


were made, is in a poor ‘position to judge how 
well justified they are. We are told that Mr. 
Davies revealed his unreliability by the way he 
evaluated facts, by his policy recommendations, 
by his attitude toward existing policy. We are 
told that he did not show proper forbearance 
and caution in making known his dissents “out- 
side privileged boundaries.” We are told that 
his conduct as a witness was “less than forth- 
right” and did not inspire confidence in his 
reliability. 


But since we are not told what acts and words 


of his led the board and Mr. Dulles to these 
conclusions, the citizen cannot finally judge 
the merits of the conclusions. 


The only way in which a fair judgment can be 
made is on the basis of the full record. The 
Atomic Energy Commission last summer pub- 
lished the transcript of the J. Robert Oppen- 
heimer hearings, and the State Department 
could do the same in this case. When such re- 
spected and experienced observers as George F. 
Kennan describe Mr. Davies’s dismissal as “a 
tragic misunderstanding which cannot be con- 
ducive to competence in the administration of 
the Foreign Service,” the public is entitled to all 
the facts. 

Mr. Davies was cleared by seven departmental 
loyalty boards and by the Government’s top loy- 
alty review board under the Truman Administra- 
tion. On Nov. 24, 1953, the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration was furiously attacked by Senator Mc- 
Carthy for keeping Mr. Davies on the payroll. 
On Dec. 29, 1953, a ninth security review was 
set in motion by the State Department’s office 
of security, headed by R. Scott McLeod, a pro- 
tege of Senator McCarthy. 

That background, and the wide public interest 
in this case, call for publication of the transcript. 
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Intermezzo for Cats 
Maybe we are a little slow in catching up with 
some of the tides of the times; but we hardly 
ever miss. For example, we have just discovered 
that this is Cat Week. And there is still time 
enough to take proper note of it. 


And almost anything concerning cats is worthy 
of note. Although much abused by dog-fanciers, 
cats offer many a lesson on how to get through 
a troubled world. All a dog can say on this point, 
of course, is: find a kindly master and trust him 
to take care of you. 


Now the cat's appreciation of a friendly home 
is second to none. But to it the love of a warm 
hearth is not incompatible with a very high de- 
gree of independence ard courage. What dog 
ever hankered to go adventuring through the 
night as does your cat? No wonder Tiberius 
Gracchus put the statue of a cat in the Temple 
of Liberty. 


But your cat is not like one of these rough-and- 
ready characters who glories in a five-o’clock 
shadow. As Clarence Day said, the plumber, the 
manicurist and the soap-maker would out-rank 
preachers and lawyers in a Cat State, There is a 
great deal more to be said for cats, about their 
intelligence, their knowledge of the occult and 
magic—which may be why they have such out- 
standing defenders as Adlai Stevenson, Mon- 
taigne and Cardinal Wolsey. But the week’s half- 
gone, so we had better hurry to the point— 
which is that their great art is music. Hear Hein- 
rich Heine: 

They no instrument use ever. 
Each is his own flute and viol; 

All their noses trumpets are 
Bellies, drums, and no denial. 


They in chorus raise their voices, 
In one general intermezzo, 

Playing fugues, as if by Bach, 
Or by Guido of Arezzo.

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Victory for All the County 

The Missouri Supreme Court’s decision in the 
Kirkwood-Huntleigh Village school district dis- 
pute will remove a threat to the purses of many 
school districts in St. Louis county. The court 
held that the Huntleigh district had not been 
legally organized, and ordered it dissolved. 

This affair goes back to 1951. The southern 
two-thirds of Huntleigh Village then fell within 
the Kirkwood School District. The Kirkwood 
school tax rate was $4.05 on $100. The remainder 
of Huntleigh lay in the Ladue district, where 
the tax rate was a more appetizing $2.25. In an 
obvious attemp to avoid the higher tax in Kirk- 
wood, Huntleigh attemped to withdraw from the 
Kirkwood district and join Ladue. 

When this move failed, Huntleigh took a new 
tack. It created its own district, alleging that 
since it lay partly in one district and partly in 
another it was free to do so under the statutes. 
Some 32 other villages and small communities 
in the county find themselves in this same 
situation. 

If the Huntleigh scheme had been permitted 
to stand, each of these other communities would 
have been in position to escape its tax respon- 
sibilities in the same way as Huntleigh. Fortun- 
ately, the Supreme Court held that the statute 
on which Huntleigh relied did not apply to St. 
Louis county. 

As the court pointed out, the Huntleigh plan 
could have produced chaos in the county. School 
districts which had invested large sums to serve 
a given area would have been left holding the 
bag if citizens of the particular area suddenly 
decided it would be cheaper to pull out. 

Kirkwood’s victory is a victory for all of St. 
Louis county.

Five Blunders in Asia

Methodist Bishop who has lived in India since 1910 lists what 
he considers major mistakes of U.S. foreign policy; in general 
he condemns overemphasis on military program, arms aid to 
Pakistan, failure to consult Asians on basic Asian policy.

At the end of the second world war, 
the United States was the hero nation 


to the newly independent peoples of, 


Asia. Our moral influence was greater 
than any other Western nation had ever 
exerted in India, Pakistan, Ceylon, Ne- 
pal, Burma and Indonesia. 


But we are no longer held in such 
veneration. We have frittered away our 
moral influence. Speaking more of 
India than of other countries, I say 
with pain that our Government has 
committed five 
grave blunders. 

First, it removed 
Chester Bowles 
from office as Am- 
bassador to India. 
This was done for 
reasons of pol- 
itics which ought 
not to be considered 
in determining such 
appointments. Mr. 
Bowles was doing 
a magnificent job 
in India. 

Second, our Gov- 
ernment allowed Nehru : 
the Ambassador, officially or unofficial- 
ly, to speak too often and too loud about 
America leading the world. Asian na- 
tions were ready to go forward with us, 
but not at the price of confessing our 
leadership. When we declared it ad 
nauseam people all across Asia reacted 
much as Americans when Hitler talked 
of Germany leading the world. 


Third, our own Government people 
talked too much about American mili- 
tary resources, the A-bomb and H-bomb, 
other new weapons, building a wall 
around Russia, mass retaliation and so 
on. : 


The Pact With Pakistan 


Our reputation for greatness had de- 
veloped out of the conviction of our 
goodness. Asian people believed we 
would not start wars, and if we came 
into them and finished them we did so 
reluctantly, but recently we have seemed 
to be very different in our attitudes. 

Out of the third blunder came the 
fourth, our military pact with Pakistan. 
This agreement is probably the most 
stupid act in the history of American 


_ foreign relations. 


Tt is extolled in America as providing 
a barrier against Communist expansion 
in Asia. In fact, it has done more to 
strengthen Communism in Asia than 
anything that either Russia or China has 
done in years. It has hurt us in Pakis- 
tan as well as in India. Actually, it 
has hurt us in every country in Asia. 

In Pakistan it has given the Com- 
munists a popular issue. The American 
Ambassador who negotiated the pact 
has been discredited all across Pakistan.

It should be remembered that the 
partition of India and setting up of 
Pakistan was immediately followed by 
unprecedented violence. The Kashmir 
truce is still in operation, and Pakistan 
forces occupy about one-third of the 
territory of Kashmir. No peace has 
yet been arranged. 


Mistakes in Indochina 


It is in this stage, and in these circum- - 


stances, that the American Government 
provides the Pakistani with arms and 
ammunition. Is it surprising that Prime 
Minister Nehru has protested our ac- 
tion? If he had not done so, his Gov- 
ernment would have been overthrown 
in short order. 


When it was reported in the United 
States that the Communist state of 
Poland had sold arms and ammunition 
to the Central American Republic of 
Guatemala, the United States was indig- 
nant, despite the fact that Guatemala 
could not menace America as Pakistan 
menaces India. 


The fifth major blunder we have 
made is in the manner in which we in- 
tervened in Indochina. We created 
much questioning of our motives when 
we supplied France with planes, ammu- 
nition and the like, without declaring in 
unmistakable terms for the independ- 
ence of Indochina. 


Later when our Department of State 
became convinced that further action 
of some sort was desirable, Secretary 
Dulles flew to London and then to Paris 
and consulted with those two European 
governments, and only with them, be- 
fore issuing his call for a Southeastern 
Asia Treaty, organized on the lines of 
the North Atlantic organization. 

Everyone in Asia felt hurt, and many 
grew angry that the European govern- 
ments against whom they had revolted 
were consulted, but their own govern- 
ments were not. 

One distinguished Indian statesman 
said to me, “In what century does John 
Foster Dulles think we are living? Has 
he never heard that Asia has revolted 
against European domination?” 

In fairness it should be said that 
more recently the State Department has 
come out strongly for independence for 
the people of Indochina, but the bad 
effects of the way in which the NATO 


proposals were put forward were not so .

Charpentier is disinclined to 
dwell on his 16 months of im- 
prisonment in Buchenwald con- 
centration camp during World 
War I As a member of the 
French underground, he hid 
United States and British avia- 
tors on his farm. He recalled 
that when he was caught by the 
Gestapo two aviators were on 
his farm and about 300 con- 
cealed throughout his district. 

2000 prisoners liberated 
with him, Charpentier added, 
but 70 are alive today.

Planes Did Not Cross 
Over Chinese Borders, 
Gen. Partridge’s 
Spokesman Says. 
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TOKYO, Nov. 10 (UP)—~-Far 
East Air Forces headquarters to- 
day flatly denied a Peiping 
radio charge that aircraft “bear- 
ing the, markings Of the United 
States Air Force” carried out 50 
sorties ovér Chiria’s mainland 
Sunday and Monday. 

“United States Air Force 
planes of the Far East Air 
Forces didnot cross over the 
Chinese borders on the seventh 
or eighth of November as 
claimed by Peiping radio,” a 
spokesman for air commander 
Gen. Earle Partridge said. 

The Red broadcast, monitored 
here, said the alleged “invasion” 
occurred over the coastal area 
of Chéekiang province. It called 
the reported incident a “serious 
encroachment on Chinese terri- 
torial air.” 

The Peiping radio said three 
groups of United States planes 
were intercepted Nov. 7. by Red 
air force fighters and .. “fled 
toward the sea” from the south- 
east coast of the Chinese main- 
land. The broadcast said 12 
American propeller-driven air- 
craft were involved. It did not 
say whether shots had been: ex- 
changed. 

Most American piston-engine 
aircraft except for bombers are 
flown by the Navy in the Far 
East. Neither Navy headquar- 
ters hére nor Seventh Fleet of- 
ficials in Pearl Harbor, would 
comment on the charge.- 

The broadcast said the planes 
were identified by witnesses on 
observation duty as “bearing 
the markings of the United 
States Air Force.” 

The broadcast further claimed 
that on the following day, Nov. 
8, four American planes intrud- 
ed over Tangsu island, off Che- 
kiang province. It said 12 more 
“American” planes invaded Chi- 
nese territory over Yuhan, 
Tungtuoshan and Sungmen 
islands on Nov: 8. 

“This serious ‘encroachment 
on Chinese territorial air,” 
Peiping radio declared, “greatly 
incensed the officers and men 
of the armed forces guarding 
the Chekiang front. They are 
closely watching the develop- 
ment of the situation and are 
ready fo deal heavy blows at 
the American air intruders.”’ 

From Taipeh came reports of 
heavy duels between Commu- 
nist and Nationalist artillery to- 
day at Quemoy island. 

Nationalist sources said 220 
civilians and military personnel} . 
had been killed or wounded on 
Quemoy by Communist gunfire 
since the duelling began Sept. 
3. Two of the dead were Amerie} 
can army officers.

H. Bender in the recent election. 

The action followed a state- 
ment by Burke’s campaign man- 
ager, Joseph. Sullivan, that he 
had uncovered “widespread fla- 
grant irregularities” in Hamilton 
county (Cincinnati) precinct op- 
erations on election night. 

Burke’s campaign manager, 
Joseph Sullivan, claimed “sus- 
picion of fraud” in his request 
to the Hamilton county board 
of elections.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 10 (AP)

Loving county, the bureau 
said, had a population of 227 in 
April 1950 when the last gen- 
eral census was taken. At that 
time Armstrong county, South 
Dakota, had the fewest inhabi- 
tants of any county in the na- 
tion—52, of whom 43 were In- 
dians. 

However, the Census Bureau 
has been notified that Armstrong 
county has now become a part 
of Dewey county, which had a 
1950 population of 4916.

Asian Countries 


Regarded in Many Lands as a Potential 


Fifth Column—They Control Trade, 
Money Lending, Rice Mills.

TOKYO, Nov. 10—As_ Red 
China’s power and prestige 
steadily expand, southeast Asian 
countries are taking a new and 
worried look at their Chinese 
minorities. 

The problem of these 12,000,- 
000 overseas Chinese was al- 
most certainly a topic of discus- 
sion during Indian Prime Min- 


ister Nehru’s recent visit to 
Peiping. Just what assurances, 
if any, Nehru was able to 


wangle out of Peiping is an- 
other matter. 

When Chinese leader Chou 
En-lai visited India and Burma 
last summer after his triumph 
at Geneva, he half-way promised 
to issue a suitable policy declar- 
ation regarding the overseas 
Chinese. They are regarded in 
many countries as a potential 
“fifth column.” 

But Chou did not make any 
such declaration, and has ap- 
proved a new constitution that 
gives overseas Chinese repre- 
sentation in the Peiping Peo- 
ples’ Congress. 


Far from being soothed, south- 


east Asian nations, individually 
helpless against a powerful 
China, suffered a new chill of 
alarm. . 
Regardless of their neutralist 
policy toward Communism out- 
side their borders, these coun- 
tries are generally stanchly anti- 
Communist inside their borders. 
Indonesia, whose government 


accepts Communist support | 
while tolerating open Commu- | 


nist activity, is the one excep- 
tion. Even Indonesia has from 
time to time slapped down na- 
tive Reds. 

There’s nothing new about 


the overseas Chinese problem. 
As the Chinese spilled over 
‘their natural borders into the 
| Philippines, Malaya, Indonesia, 
| Indochina, Thailand and Burma, 
they gradually acquired control 
'of retail trade, money-lending 
agencies and rice mills. 

Being shrewd, energetic and 
thrifty, they had little compe- 
tition from the easy-going na- 
tive populations. As their eco- 
nomic power grew, they became 
ithe victims of discriminatory 
| legislation and extortion. 


The Philippines now have a | 


law calculated to put Chinese 
out of business. -In Thailand I 
heard a government official de- 
i\fend corruption by saying that 
if the government officials didn't 
get their “take” the Chinese 
would. 

The overseas Chinese mer- 
‘chant has everything to lose to 
the Communists once, he comes 
‘under their control. He knows 
i'this. At the same time he likes 
_to have the protection of a pow- 
erful Chinese government. And 
|'Peiping has 
wooing of the overseas Chinese. 
One reason is that the over- 
,seas Chinese are a rich source 
‘of foreign exchange for the Com- 
'munists. In a village outside 
Kuala Lumpur, capital of Mala- 
‘ya, I met a rich Chinese tin- 
mine owner who cheerfully ad- 
mitted that he has sent thousands 
'of dollars to Red China for the 
support of his aged parents. 
There are thousands like him. 
Strength Is Magnetic. 

Although they may enjoy the 
protection of Peiping, the older 
Chinese have no ideological ties 
‘with Communism. That isn’t 
‘true of many of their sons and 
idaughters who, having no roots 


in their adopted lands, are pulled 
back to their mother land by the 
magnetism of a strong, resurgent 
China. . 
Overseas Chinese, who form 
an estimated 6 per cent of the 


total population of southeast 
Asia, are most numerous in Ma- 
laya, Thailand and Indonesia. 
Their attitude toward Peiping 
varies from country to country, 
although they are mostly anti- 
Communist. 

In Singapore Chinese students 
form the hard core of Commu- 
nist cadres.. Communist Terror- 
ists who carry on against the 
British are almost 100 per cent 
Chinese. Yet the majority of 
Malaya’s Chinese are anti-Com- 
munist. 


In Thailand, probably 90 per 


cent of the Chinese population 
is anti-Communist. Indonesia’s 
Chinese population is harder to 
figure out. The more tolerant 
the Indonesian government is of 
Communist activity, the strong- 
er the local Chinese Reds be- 
come. 

In Burma many Chinese are 


openly sympathetic to Red 
China.

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ATLANTIC UNION HELD 
KEY TO REDS’ DEFEAT 


Clarence K. Streit Says It 
Would Block Both War 
and Depression. 


Atlantie Union could block 
both depression and war, the two 
means by which Russia hopes to 
win the world, Clarence K. 
Streit, author and lecturer, said 
here today. He was the second 
speaker this season in the Beau- 
mont Lecture Series at Wash- 
ington University. 


Speaking in Graham Memorial 


_ Chapel, Streit said that “by call- 


ing a federal convention to ex- 
plore the advantages of Atlan- 
tic Union, we strike in the most 
effective way at the chronic dis- 
union among the free which the 
Kremlin is openly banking on 
for victory.” 

He added that such action 
would put the “original Ameri- 
can principle, liberty-and-union, 
again on the revolutionary 
march that has already over- 
thfown so many despots.” 

Atlantic Union would “open 
the way to the destruction of 
the Communist dictatorship 
from within, without another 
world war,” Streit said. 

Streit said that Communism’s 
“Achilles heel is the urge to be 
free which is particularly strong 
in the nations of Eastern Eu- 
rope that have been behind the 
Iron Curtain only a few years.” 

Revolt is too risky to be ex- 
pected there while the Atlantic 
democracies continue to “squab- 
ble,” he said. 

Russia can advance through 
economic depression as well as 
through military aggression, 
Streit said, and of the two dan- 
gers, a second world depression 
is more likely to take place in 
the next few years than a Third 
World .War. 

Streit said that “we may be 
in World Depression II in two 
or three years if we do not call 


a federal convention next year 


World War III by Atlantic 
Union.”

Mixed Marriages 


By Dr. Paul Popenoe 


ARRIAGES in which the partners hold widely differ- 
M ent religious views are so likely to be unsuccessful that 

I have frequently warned young people not to go into 
such marriages unless they felt sure that they had worked 
out their difficulties in advance. Unfortunately, many young 
couples pay no attention to such suggestions from me and 
countless other advisers, and firid out only when it is too 
late—perhaps when the first child is born—that they are 
struggling with what seems to be an insoluble problem, 

Mr. E. is having such a struggle right now. “Frankly, 
I am bewildered,” he says. “I thought my wife and J had 
such love for each other and a good basic religious outlook 
regardless of minor differences that we could weather any 
storm. What's the matter, Dr. Popenoe? It doesn’t seem to 
me that marriages had these difficulties a generation or two 
ago. Are the churches getting more bigoted or trying more 
desperatetly to keep from losing members?” 


A CHURCH WOULDN’T SHOW much sense if it didn't 
make an effort to hold its members in every reasonable 
way, Mr, E. But it is a fact that this problem of mixed mar- 
riages is far more serious now than it was a few generations 


ago. At that time, the population of the United States was 


predominantly Protestant, of British descent. Other groups 
were beginning to come in, but were still separated socially 
-—to a larger degree, by language, culture and economic po- 
sition as well as religious views. Now all these groups are 
mixing more freely at every level so that there is much 
more chance for their members to fall in love and marry; 
and they do so. 

The Jesuit sociologist, John A. O’Brien, stated in a re- 
cent lecture, for example, that about one third of all legally 
valid marriages, contracted by Roman Catholics in the 
United States were mixed marriages, “and the trend in- 
stead of decreasing is on the up-swing.” Even more surpris- 
ing and disturbing, he said, is the large number of Roman 
Catholics, or those who call themselves suth, who contract 
civil marriages before justices of the peace and even non- 
Catholic ministers, which marriages his church does not 
recognize as valid. 

Since Dr. O’Brien also found that six out of every 10 
Roman Catholics who contract mixed marriages become 
“lost to the faith,” it is not surprising that his church op- 
poses them, not to mention many other strong grounds 
which they cite for such opposition.

JEWISH GROUPS in many parts of the country report 
the same experience, in spite of the fact that most rabbis 
will not solemnize the marriage of a Jew with a non-Jew. 
And, of course, a large part of these mixed marriages re- 
sult in the loss of the Jewish partner to his own faith. 

The main reason then why mixed marriages are a more 
serious problem now than they used to be is that there are 
more of them. Beyond this, it appears that Protestants are 
more religiously self-conscious now than they were a while 
ago, and that Roman Catholics are probably more energet- 
oa alert to maintain their numbers and even to increase 

em, 

The result is that many young people are faced with 
bitter opposition of relatives and friends.to a planned mar- 
riage, or else they have a new and important point of con- 
flict and controversy after they have married. You are fac- 

ing this last difficulty,,Mr. E. I shall have to discuss it 
more fully another time. All that I can say, now, is that 
you and your wife should bring the points of conflict out 
in the open and discuss them frankly and sympathetically 
without letting outsiders interfere too much. If you will do 
this in good faith and with good temper, you have the best 
likelihood of being able to reach a common ground of un- 
cerstanding.

A Rare Allergy 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 

KANSAS CITY surgeon wrote to me about a couple of 
A allergic reactions he discovered to a common ingredient, 

monosodium glutamate. After he wrote about this in a 
medical journal, several other doctors told, him they had 
found patients similarly sensitive to the flavoring salt. He 
suggests that chefs often use monosodium glutamate to 
bring out the flavors of meats, soups and gravies and that 
this should be mentioned on restaurant menus for the bene- 
fit of those allergic to it. 


It all began when Dr. Leo Pollock had two patients re- 
ferred to him for removal of their gallbladders. They had 
symptoms that were typical of those found in gallbladder 
disease. But Dr. Pollock had to satisfy himself that the op- 
erations were necessary. X-ray studies with a dye showed 
the gallbladders of both patients were normal. They didn’t 
need to be removed.

NATURALLY INTERESTED in a disease whose symp- 
toms could mimic gallbladder disorder—it is not satisfactory 
either to patient or surgeon to do operations that don't 
relieve the symptems—Dr, Pollock decided to find out what 
caused the symptoms of these two people. It required six 
months of repeated questioning, of trial and error, of care- 
ful history taking again and again. 

Finally monosodium glutamate became suspect, then the 
proved culprit. When the afflicted people ate at home, they 
felt well. But there were times that they had typical gall- 
bladder symptoms when they dined out in fine restaurants 
or at clubs. Though others accompanying them enjoyed 
delicious well-prepared meals, these two people became 
distressed after eating.

AT THESE RESTAURANTS and clubs, monosodium 
glutamate was used to enhance the flavors of meats, soups, 
spaghetti and prepared gravies. At home, ‘such flavoring 
agents weren’t used by Dr. Pollock’s patients. They didn't 
have symptoms. Nor did they have symptoms if they stayed 
away from foods on which the flavoring agent was used in 
restaurants. They did have symptoms whenever they. used 
monosodium glutamate. 

None of this means that there is anything wrong with 
flavoring agents having monosodium glutamate, It is a val- 
uable and nearly always harmless chemical that enhances 
the ability of your taste buds to savor flavors. It increases 
the gustatory sense, improving the taste appeal of many 
foods. No one need be concerned about its use except thase 
comparatively few people who have an allergic reaction to it.

New Czar of the Comic Book Industry 


Ex-Judge Charles F. Murphy Takes Job of Enforcing Code Aimed at ‘Horror’ Magazines

‘ NEW YORK, Nov. 10. 
ORMER Judge Charles F. 
Murphy, newly-appointed czar 
of the nation’s comic books 

industry, has high hopes that 

by Jan. 1 “horror comics” will 
have largely disappeared from 
our country’s newstands. 

Until that date objectionable 
comic books will continue to be 
sold since these books have al- 
ready been printed and are in 
distribution. But come the first 
of the year it’s going to be 
pretty hard to find comic books 
depicting scenes of terror, tor- 
ture, murder and gore. Largely 
gone too will be the trashy, ugly 
little books about werewolves, 
vampires, cannibals, ghouls or 
walking dead and ‘the so-called 
comics glorifying the criminal 
and those featuring unnecessary 
gun and knife play and grue- 
some crimes. 

As Code Administrator of the 
newly created Comics Magazine 
Association of America, Murphy 
is waging an all-out campaign 
to clean the comic-book busi- 
ness. A code of'ethics has been 
drawn up for the industry and 
26 out of the nation’s 29 comics 
magazine publishers have 
pledged themselves to abide by 
its provisions. 

“The code is working as of 
this very moment,” said the 44- 
year-old former New York City 
magistrate and specialist in ju- 
venile delinquency. “I already 
have a staff of reviewers at 
work. These reviewers are thor- 
oughly qualified. They are .col- 
lege graduates with a variety of 
teaching, literary and sociologi- 
cal experience.” 

The procedure for the policing 
of comic books will receive the 
judge’s strict supervision. While 
still in the drawing board stage, 
all comic books published by the 
26 members of the association 
are submitted to his office for 
approval. Members of his staff 
check the comics closely against 
all provisions of the code. If 
the comics pass the acid test of 
good taste outlined in the code, 
they get the judge’s approval. 
If not, they are rejected and 
promptly returned to the pub- 
lishers for cleanup. 

“Sometime after Jan. 1, a seal 
of approval will appear on the 
cover of every comic magazine 
passed by this office,” Murphy 
explained. “We hope to get 
newsstands all over the county, 
confectionery and drug stores, 
any place in the nation which 
sells comic magazines, to display 
posters bearing this approval 
seal so the public will become 
conscious of and familiar with it. 

“After a certain ‘cut-off’ date 
which this office will announce, 
the absence of the seal on any 
comic book will mean that that 
comic may be dangerous reading 
for youngsters. In other words, 
it won’t be long before parents 
will have only to look for the 
formal seal of approval on comic 

ks to be sure which books 
are safe reading for thetr kids. 

Then it’s up to the parents to 

see that their children buy only 

books bearing the familiar seal.” 

The judge says he isn’t kid- 
ding himself that the clean-up 
program is going to do away 
with all the objectionable comic 
Magazines on the market. 

“Of course there will always 


“be a bootleg problem created by 


fly-by-night publishers, guys try- 
ing to make a fast dollar with 
horror comics,” he said. “But 
we hope that an aroused public 
opinion will eventually put most 
of them out of business. Mem- 
bers of our organization will 
publish eomics deserving our 
seal of approval and live strictly 
up to the code of ethics or find 
themselves out of the organi- 
zation.”

HEN the Comics Magazine 

Association of America was 

formed some two months 
ago, comic book circulation had 
for some time been going down 
hill. Church, civic and parent- 
teacher groups all over the coun- 
try, aroused by the Senate Com- 
mittee investigation last April 
of objectionable comic books as 
a possible cause of teen-age 
crime, were demanding that 
something be done about the 
situation. Although the objec- 
tions were primarily against the 
horror and terror books, which 
account for only about 15 per 
cent of the 50,000,000 to 65,- 
000,000 comic books published 
each month, the industry in 
general was suffering. 

When it was announced that 
the association had chosen Mur- 
phy as code administrator, the 
judge himself disclosed that he 
had accepted the job only dn 
the condition that he be given 
a free rein in a campaign to rid 
the nation’s newsstands of 
comic trash and full authority 
to carry out and enforce a

strict set of standards for the 
$90,000,000-a-year comic book 
industry. The association will- 
ingly agreed and gave the judge 
a $100,000-a-year working 
budget. 

Murphy promptly sat down to 
write a code of ethics for the 
industry, but before the code 
was even completed the pub- 
lishers, of their own volition, 
had discontinued publication of 
38 separate comics they knew 
would never meet his approval. 

That code, now binding on all 
members of the association, re- 
quires that, among other things: 

“Comics shall never be pre- 
sented in such a way as to cre- 
ate sympathy for the criminal, to 
promote distrust of the forces 
of law and justice, or to inspire 
others with a desire to imitate 
criminals. 

“No comics shall explicitly 
present the unique details and 
methods of a crime. 

“If crime is depicted it shall 
be as a sordid and unpleasant 
activity. 

“In every instance good shall 
triumph over evil and the crim- 
jnal punished for his misdeeds. 

“Scenes of excessive violence 
shali be prohibited. Scenes of 
brutal torture, physical agony, 
gory and gruesome crime shall 
be eliminated. 

“No unique or unusual meth- 
ods of concealing weapons shall 
be shown. 

“The crime of kidnaping shall 
never be portrayed in any de- 
tail. The criminal or the kid- 
naper must be punished in every 
case. 

“No comic magazine shall use 
the word horror or terror in its 
title. 

“All scenes of horror, exces- 
sive bloodshed, gory or grue- 
some crimes, depravity, lust, 
sadism, masochism shall not be 
permitted.

No longer will comic maga- 
zines carry advertisements for 
“knives, or realistic gun facsimi- 
les” or for sex instruction books, 
pin-ups, firearms, or gambling 
equipment. 
, The code is as tough as Mur- 
phy could make it. If he has 
failed to cover some isolated in- 
cident that may arise, he still 
has the last word. If he rules 
that some comic book is in some 
way offensive to public taste, 
even though the offense is not 
specifically outlined in the code, 
that comic must be discarded. 

Murphy’s insistence on strict 
adherence to the code of ethics 
has already cost the comic pub- 
lishers a considerable sum. 

“They've had to change words, 
sets and panels and covers,” he 
said. “They’ve even had to, as 
they say in the trade, ‘junk’ 
whole comics. But co-operation 
has been excellent.”

comics that will continue to be 
published by men unprincipled 
enough to try to make a profit 
out of filth.” 

Murphy doesn't believe that 
the objectionable terror and 
horror comic books were ever in 
themselves “the initial cause” 
of juvenile delinquency, but 
thinks they undoubtedly put 
some bad ideas in the heads of 
many children already on the 
downhill road to trouble. 

“It all goes back to the home,” 
he said. “Raising kids is like 
raising roses. You don’t plant 
a rose garden and then go off 
and leave it. If you want that 
rose garden to produce flowers 
to be proud of, you've got to till 
and water the soil and pick the 
bugs off the plants and be ever 
watchful. It’s the same way 
with kids. Some people feel 
they've done their job with their 
children if they clothe and feed 
them and give them a place to 
sleep. But that’s not enough. 
Raising kids is a 24-hour job. 

“Actually a parent’s job is 
never done. My mother and 
father still think the job isn’t 
done with me.”

strange features in this bidding. 
South’s neckstretching reverse 
bid of two hearts, which was the 
first step toward a shaky ‘con- 
tract, and East’s double of the 
four-heart contract. East's rea- 
son for defensive optimism is 
not clear, though it is quite true 
that the contract should have 
been beaten. 

West opened the king of dia- 
monds, and East decided to 
overtake the trick in order to 
return a spade—the first doubt- 
ful move. Declarer put in the 
spade jack; West won and con- 
tinuing the bad defensive work, 
shifted to a low trump. Actu- 
ally, it is a little unfair to criti- 
cize this shift, because it should 
not have had a bad result. But 
it did! When the trump seven 
was played from dummy, East 
could see no possible advantage 
in covering with the jack, so he 
ducked, South then led a club 
and ducked in his own hand, 
West now led his second dia- 
mond to force declarer, but too 
late. South ruffed, cashed the 
club ace and ruffed a club, set- 
ting up the rest of the suit, then 
cashed the spade ace and ruffed 
the spade ten with the ace of 
trumps. When, finally, he led 
the trump four and cashed both 
the king and queen of trumps, 
the adverse trumps fell, and 
South could claim the doubled 
contract. 

It is hard to count up the de- 
fensive slips, but one thing is 
sure, and that is that South had 
no earthly chance under his own 
power, Note that he could have 
been forced twice in diamonds, 
shortening his trumps fatally; 
and even when that routine sort 
of defense was overlooked, he 
still could have been beaten 
quite simply by East's covering 
the trump seven with the jack.

This is not the fault of 
youths, but the fault of their 
elders. The world is suffer- 
ing from the nemesis of me- 
diocrity. Past ages have had 
their exceptional mén who 
strove toward absolute moral- 
ity. 

In the natural order there 
were the sages of Greece, the 
Arahants of Buddhism, and in 
the supernatural order, the 
prophets of Israel and the 
saints of Christianity. 

Most people are followers, 
not leaders. In fact, the more 
rapid the methods of com- 
munication, the more numer- 
ous will be the imitators, As 
Toynbee has said, the great 
masses are generally uncrea- 
tive; uses them as 
means of exploitation to put 
their leaders in power. The 
great inspirations of society 
come from the creative minor- 
ity; it has been so since Pente- 
cost when there were only 120 
followers ready to receive the 
Spirit of redemption. 

* * * 


WHEN s0 little inspiration 
is given to youth, when the 
ideals of goodness in modern 
society demand so little ef- 
fort, it might be well to real- 
ize that there are standards so 
very absolute as to be attain- 
able only with the greatest of 
heroism, 

On one occasion, a wealthy 
young man, high in political 
life and enjoying repute in his 
commuhity, came to Our Di- 
vine Lord, saying: “Master, 
who are so good, what must 
I do to achieve eternal life?” 


The youth assumed that he 
could do anything good if it 
were only pointed out to him. 
To him, morality was a mat- 
ter of precepts, commands 
and codes and that man has 
within himself the strength 
to do anything. His passions, 
his proneness to error and his 
egotism — all these can be 
mastered by his own efforts. 
Want of sanctity and moral- 
ity was, in his opinion due to 
ignorance. 

~*~ * * 

OUR DIVINE LORD startled 
him out of his low concept 
of goodness by asking: “Why 
dost thou call Me good? None 
is good, except God only.” 

Our Lord did not decline 
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the designation of good except 
in the superficial sense in 
which it was used. He wanted 
the youth to weigh His words 
well and to know the source of 
all goodness. Only God is Per- 
fect Goodness; if, therefore, 
He Who was speaking is not 
God, then He is not goodness. 

It was a tremendous alterna- 
tive, one that must be faced 
by those who think that Christ 
was only a good man. If He 


is not all God in the flesh, 


then He is not good. For one 
thing, good .men do not lie. 
If Christ is not all He claimed 
to be, then let no one call 
Him good. 9 

Our Lord also cut at the 
root of all self-achieved good- 
ness by tracing it to its source. 
If God is the only true Good, 
then the aid to perform good 
works must come from Him. 


The young man said that he 
had obeyed commandments. 
But this to Christ was not per- 
fection. Our Lord “fastening 
His eyes on him, conceived a 
love for him;.in one thing, He 
said, thou art still wanting. 
Go home and sell all that be- 
longs to thee; give it to the 
poor, and so the treasure 
thou hast shall be in heaven; 
then come back and follow 
Me. At that point his face 
fell and he went away sorrow- 
ing, for he had great posses- 
sions.”

THE LOVE OF CHRIST to- 
ward the youth was severe; it 
refused to pare down moral re- 
quirements to make discipleship 
easier; it touched the swelling 
of financial security with a 
lance that called for the surren- 
der of his wealth. When the of- 
fering was made, then he would 
be in contact with the fountain 
goodness, and have eternal 
ife. 


It is well for those who have 
watered down Christianity into 
a comfortable lounge chair and 
humanistic morality, to realize 
that its ideals are still higher 
than we are willing to admit and 
that there are hundreds of thou- 
sands in the world who are still 
following them. 


Every human heart knows, 
like his youth, that there is 
something wanting in it. Many 
there are indeed who, like this 
young man, will walk away sad 
when they hear of the heroic 
requirements. 

But our mistake is not to give
